The Army Air Forces have drop­ 
per its millionth ton of bombs in 
this war, it announced today. This 
total vvas reached on Sept. 28 in 
the attack of the synthetic oil re­ 
finery at Mersebeig-Leuna, in the 
I center of Germany. 
Almost half the total, 432,000, 
has been dropped since D-Day on 
I June 6. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, 
chief of the AAI', reported.

Yet here is a whole arm en- 
tariu m of treatm en t which is im ­ 
m ediate and pow erful in their e f­ 
fects, which nev er, as is the case 
w ith d ru gs, create a ha b it and 
which leav es no disagreeab le a fte r 
effect*. 


Ho m e Phy sica l Therapy

Looking Back-in Fayette County 


To show how en*y it is to learn 
fo rms o f physical treatment, I will 
quo te a famo us passage fro m the 
w orks o f Mr. Baruch's fa ther He 
is speaking o f the hot com press 
fo r abdo minal pain: 
“I will simplify my a pparatu s 
b y lim iting it to a b asin, two 
towels and a tea kettle filled w ith 
b oiling w ater. Hav e the patien t lie 
flat on another tow el which goes 
under the hips. The m ajority of 
hot applications fail for one of two 
reasons— they are either too hot 
or 
too 
cold. 
H ot 
applications 
should b e b etw een 125 and 165 
degrees F. Pick one of your towels 
out of b oiling w ater and place it 
in the other, and tw is t the 
two 
ends of the dry towel until m ost 
of the b oiling w ater is sq ueezed 
out. Then, hav ing anointed the 
skin of the patient with oliv e oil 
or v aseline, spread the hot wet 
towel ov er the ab dom inal surface 
and rapidly cov er it w ith the ends 
of the towel he is lying on. pinning 
them together ov er his middle. 
“ Usually in less than sixty sec­ 
ond? you will get a relief tha t can 
b e ob tained from ne other applica­ 
tion that I know of.”
